Cong Near Plei Me Camp

ported 92 Communist guerrillas

fighting in central Viet Nam 
today and Monday. 
Men of the 1st Air Cavalry 
Division, who arrived in Viet 
Nam only seven weeks ago, 
fought 
three 
engagements 
against an enemy force of be­ 
tween 500 and 600 men near the 
UJS. Special Forces camp at 
Plei Mo, 210 miles north of Sui- 
gon. 
The airborne cavalrymen re­ 
ported they killed 83 of the ene­ 
my, captured 26 others and 
picked up 26 suspects. A UJ>. 
spokesman said Nortli Vietnam­ 
ese regulars were among those 
killed and captured. 
There was no word on Ameri­ 
can casualties. 
Tile Plei Me camp underwent 
a week-long seige before the 
Communists were routed last 
week. 
The cavalrymen have 
been hunting down Viet Cong 
and North Vietnamese in the 
area since. 
The Viet Cong attacked an 
outpost near Qui Nhon, on the 


coast 260 miles north of Saigon, 
but a UJS. spokesman said para­ 
troopers of the 101st Airborne 
Division fought off the assault 
and killed four Viet Cong. The 
Americans suffered light casu­ 
alties, the spokesman said. 
In the northernmost sea res­ 
cue of the war, Capt. Norman 
P. Huggins of Mullins, S.C., was 
picked up after his plane was 
hit by conventional ground fire 
over a Communist surface-to- 
a ir missile site 35 miles north­ 
east 
of 
Hanoi, 
a military 
spokesman reported. 
Huggins headed out over the 
South China Sea and bailed out

miles east of Haiphong, 
North Viet Nam's major port.

Nasser Sends Food Hint To United States 


CAIRO (AP) — Facing a food 
shortage, 
U.A.R. 
President 
GamaJ Abdel Nasser seems to 
have found nowhere to turn but 
to the United States. 
Both the Soviet Union and 
Red China are themselves im­ 
porting wheat. West Germany 
and Britain might help, but 
Egypt no longer has diplomatic 
relations with Bonn and has an­ 
tagonized Britain by supporting 
rebels in South Arabia. Some 
French 
wheat 
apparently is 
available but only on commer­ 
cial term s. 
Nasser has liberally criticized 


the United States in the past, 
but U.S. officials here say that 
Egypt recently has been trying 
to improve relations. These of­ 
ficials are urging Washington to 
act favorably on an approach 
for help. 
The Egyptian approach did 
not request any specific amount 
of aid but made known total re­ 
quirements and sought to learn 
the prospects for some kind of 
assistance. It was morea feeler 
than an outright request. The 
final decision will be up to Pres­ 
ident Johnson. 
Americans 
in 
Egypt have 


been encouraged by N asser's 
decision to halt direct aid to tile 
Congolese rebels. Restrictions 
on 
UJ>. firms operating in 
Egypt also have been eased and 
the new Cabinet appears to be 
trying 
energetically 
to 
put 
Egypt's economic house in or­ 
der. 
Last month Nasser contrib­ 
uted 1,000 volumes from 
Ids 
personal library to a new John 
F . Kennedy Memorial Library 
housed in quarters donated by 
tile government for a nominal 
dollar^i-year rental. 
The old Kennedy library was 


destroyed last November by 
rioting African students 
pro­ 
testing tile U. S. role in the 
rescue of refugees from 
the 
Congolese rebels. 
The United States has already 
provided a new $11.6-million 
food grant under Title III of 
Public Law 480. 
Under this program, food is 
supplied through such U.S. vol­ 
untary agencies as CARE, Cath­ 
olic Relief and World Church 
services. Most of the food is di­ 
rected to children and all of it is 
a gift. UJ>. authorities report 
that five million Egyptian chil­ 


dren are receiving food under 
this plan. 
Public Law 480 is the basic 
legislation in the U-S. Food for 
Peace program. The greatest 
help for Egypt would come un­ 
der Title I. This provides for the 
sale of surplus UJS. food __ 
mainly wheat and corn — for 
Egyptian pounds. 


Since 
the 
inauguration 
of the Nasser regime, the Unit­ 
ed States has supplied $1.23 bil­ 
lion worth of aid to Egypt under 
Title I, U.S. aid mission figures 
show.

Spiva, referring to demonstra­ 
tions against UjS. involvement 
in Viet nam, said, "The troops 
in Viet Nam don't think too 
kindly atout this.

Rockwell’s allegation of a “ sell-out” is a 
m atter of opinion, but the rem ainder of his 
reporting is impeccable. BOTH the Republican 
and Democratic parties a re wooing the Negro 
vote in V irginia’s Tuesday, Nov. 2, guberna­ 
torial and legislative election. The contest, 
in fact, is a proving ground for the D em ocrats’ 
ability to hold the newly won loyalty of southern 
Negro voters and for the Republicans’ hopes 
of recapturing it. 
G. O. P. leaders are aw are that nationally 
only 6 out of every IOO Negro voters cast 
their ballots for B arry Goldwater in 1964. 
Unless the “ party of Lincoln” can find some 
means of bringing Negroes back to the fold, 
the outlook for the GOP will be bleak in those 
northern and southern states where colored 
voters hold the balance of power. 
The Virginia GOP lost its traditional Negro 
support just at the time when it had become 
significant in term s of statewide election votes. 
An estim ated 160,000 Negroes voted in Virginia 
in 1964, for example, and 95 per cent of them 
voted for President Johnson. It was enough to 
tip Virginia into the Democratic column for 
the first time since 1948, and the dem onstra­ 
tion was not lost on party leaders. 
The Democratic gubernatorial candidate, Lt. 
Gov. Mills E. Godwin, J r ., was so im pressed 
that he in effect has repudiated his role in 
1957-58 as leader of V irginia’s “ massive r e ­ 
sistance” campaign. But the GOP candidate, 
Roanoke attorney A. Linwood Holton, J r., is 
trying to tag Godwin with the label of a “ proven 
school c lo se r.” Virginians who want a candidate 
with lily-white positions on racial questions 
must choose between Rockwell, who is running 
under the “ White Constitutional party” banner, 
and William J. Story, J r., an assistant school 
superintendent from Chesapeake, Va., who is a 
member of the John Birch Society and seeks 
office for the Virginia Conservative party.

Time has erased our anger, dried off our 
rep orter, his film and his cam era and the recent 
unpleasantness suffered in line of duty wiped 
off the slate. 
We bear no resentm ent to anyone, least of all 
to the firem an, who for reasons of his own, 
decided our newsman and his cam era should be 
flushed from the scene of a residential garage 
fire. 
So what we have to say won’t be directed at 


him but to the public generally who som etim es 
views our efforts with a jaundiced eye. 
F irst we want to establish the fact that news 
gathering is a business. Our rep o rter was at 
the fire and he goes elsew here in pursuit of 
his business. It is his source of livelihood. 
An amazing number of people think of news- 
gathering in the same light as a Halloween 
trick or some other form of entertainment or 
nonsense. Some people re g a rd news as water 
in a faucet. Something everybody can turn on 
or off at will. 
Too many folks want to decide what news is 
rather than leave it to an editor. Naturally 
they favor themselves in perform ing such a 
judgment. They would p resent the good, ignore 
the bad. There is no telling which way they’ll 
jump on news that is neither black nor white 
but grey. 
We appreciate the fact that people have feelings 
and that they often act on an emotional basis. 
So do we but an editor usually can more ob­ 
jectively determ ine what is news in events 
affecting others. That is his business. People 
pay good money in the last analysis to find 
out what he 
regards as news. Our critics 
are often successful in their own line of endeavor. 
We are happy for them. 
The second thing we want to mention is that 
newspaper people at least norm ally don’t make 
the news. Much of what we w rite is terrible. 
It involves tragedy, disappointment and failure. 
We often disapprove of it and are saddened by 
it. But there it is. And there also is our duty 
and our obligation to the public. 
Oddly enough people, who have trouble, often 
bitterly attack those who re p o rt it as if they 
were the cause of it. This may be human 
nature but those, who suffer a cancer, normally 
don’t blame the surgeon who trie s to remove it. 
Some of the accusations in which a newspaper 
finds itself on the receiving end are just as 
illogical as blaming any innocent bystander. 
Now having mentioned these two blind spots 
that people have about new spapers, we’ll be 
the first to acknowledge that we, as human 
beings, are fallible and make m istakes. 
If our re a d e rs feel that they have a grievance 
at the end of the day with their individual 
complaints—some of which a re legitim ate--they— 
should see us. 
We are never completely satisfied and often 
the day’s effort adds up to a monumental 
dissappointment and headache. Not always, of 
course, but occasionally. 
We realize that there are many persons, who 
for as many reasons, who would wish for 
us and all we represent much more severe 
punishment than being doused with water from 
a fire hose. 
Our only satisfaction is the knowledge that in 
the last analysis they will not sit in judgment 
of us. 
Yes, we are sorry that they feel that way but 
we bear them no malice. 
We are grateful that they can read and hope - 
that they will continue to read the Daily Standard 
even if it is only for the re c o rd and to count 
the m istakes.

Colonel Hugh H. Waggoner, 
the Superintendent of the Mis­ 
souri Highway Patrol, 
said, 
“ The main difference between 
daytime and nighttime driving 
is visibility. D rivers just can't 
see as well at night because 
of the lack of light. 
“ The difficulties of night vi­ 
sion are serious to all drivers. 
Last year the national fatal ac­ 
cident rate was alm ost three 
tim es as high at night as dur­ 
ing the day. The inability to see 
well enough was an important 
factor in a great many of night­ 
tim e accidents.” 
Colonel Waggoner also stated 
that even though there may be 
fewer vehicles on the road at 
night than during the day, there 
are more traffic hazards. Dark­ 
ness, the glare of lights, bad 
weather conditions that may 
lower visibility even m ore, and 
the need for greater stopping 
distance are all contributing 
factors to the hazards of night­ 
tim e driving. 
The Patrol Superintendent of­ 
fered 
some suggestions to 
drivers to help combat the haz­ 
ards found in nighttime driving; 
I. Drive at speeds which will 
perm it you to stop within the 
range of your headlights. 2. 
Dim your lights for approach­ 
ing traffic and when following 
another vehicle. 3. Increase 
your 
following distance. 
4. 
Drive at night only when rested. 
5. Keep your mind on your 
driving. 
“ Night driving calls for a more 
rigid observance of safe driving 
practices. 
Not only must a 
driver follow safe practices in 
the use of his lights, but he 
must also ‘tighten up’ on the 
norm al driving procedures that 
he uses during the daylight 
hours,” the Colonel concluded.

This is why the 
sequence of spring, sum m er, 
autumn and winter gives us so 
much pleasure. We like it that 
way: few of us think the system 
would be improved by mixing 


up the seasons so that we had 
roses in January and icicles in 
Septem ber. 
But that is what the season 
jum pers of tills world seem to 
be doing. They a re trying to get 
a leap ahead of the other fel­ 
low. 
If they plan to fly the flag to 
celebrate the Fourth of July, 
they run it up the flag staff on 
May I. 
They buy their furs and top­ 
coats in August; they buy their 
beachwear and outdoor home 
cooking equipment in midwin­ 
te r. 
They don’t have 
much fun 
staying up on Dec. 31 to watch 
the new year come in as they 
a re too busy coloring eggs for 
E aster. 
Such 
people 
regard them­ 
selves as clever and efficient, 
and perhaps they may be. But 
they also a re somewhat de­ 
pressing to many of the rest of 
us who like to enjoy our holi­ 
days and our seasons separately 
as they come. 
Take the C hristm as season, 
for example. When individuals 
or promotion firm s sta rt beat­ 
ing the drums for Santa Claus 
before Thanksgiving, they are 
starting the jingle bells atm o­ 
sphere too soon. 
C hristm as com es but once a 
year, and it is the most wel­ 
come of celebrations to most of

proper tim e. And that tim e is 
after Thanksgiving, not before 
it. 


SWARTHMORE, 
Pa. — Most 
residents don’t know it, but 
this 
quiet Quaker community 
has suddenly become the focal 
point for the northern mail cam­ 
paign of the Ku Klux Klan. 
Wally Butterwort!!, public re­ 
lations man for the United KU 
Klux Klans, has rented Box 33 
at the Swarthmore post office 
and picks up his mail here two 
or three tim es a week—mail 
that comes in as a result of a 
campaign to enlist right-wing 
support in this liberal college 
town, the home of Swarthmore 
College. 
Wally Butterworth is the form­ 
e r Philadelphia - New York ra­ 
dio - TV announcer who once 
lived with Jam es Venable, KKK 
attorney, in the shadow of Stone 
Mountain, Ga. Now 63, B utter- 
worth has an excellent speak­ 
ing voice, and does quite a busi­ 
ness in recording anti-Jew ish 
and anti-Negro tapes which are 
circulated among hate groups. 
He frequently calls upon whites 
to protect their way of life by 
violence. 
For some years Butterwort!! 
has 
been publicity director of 
the United Klans and recently 
drifted up to the Philadelphia 
area where he rented a post of­ 
fice box at Sw arthm ore. Swarth­ 
more postal officials have not 
been happy over the rental, but 
under the law have nothing to 
say about who rents boxes as 
long as obscene and subver­ 
sive m atter is not circulated 
through the m ails. 
MCINTIRE'S RADIO STATION 
One possible explanation for 
Butterworth’s picking Swarth­ 
more for his post office is the 
location of 
a vigorous right- 
wing radio station — WXUR— 
in media, only four m iles away. 
Last March 19, the Federal 
Communications 
C o m m i s ­ 
sion tran sferred WXUR to the 
Faith Theological Seminary, of 
which Rev. C arl M clntire, the 
right - 
wing 
fundamentalist 
preacher, is president. 


The licensing of WXUR to the 
M clntire 
group was 
made 
despite protests by the Catho­ 
lic Interracial Council of New 
York, 
the American Baptist 
Convention, 
th e 
Lutheran 
Church in America, the Anti- 
Defamation League, the United 
Church of Christ, the G reater 
Philadelphia Council of Church­ 
es, the AFL-CIO, the New J e r ­ 
sey Council of Churches, 
the 
Presbytery of Philadelphia, the 
National Urban League and the 
NA AC P. 
Seldom has there been such an 
array of religious and social 
groups 
opposing the award of 
any radio license. Despite this, 
the FCC gave WXUR to the Mc­ 
ln tire group without a public 
hearing and despite the fact that 
the th ree-y ear license of the 
original owners had not ex­ 
pired. 
Chief reason for this unusual 
tran sfer was the m ercenary one 
that the station was “ cu rren t­ 
ly losing money.” 
“ We 
have determined that a 
hearing looking toward a possi­ 
ble denial of the application is 
not w arranted,” wrote 
the 
m ajority of the FCC com m is­ 
sioners. They said they relied 
on the pledge of the M clntire 
group that it would “ not slant 
the news or in any way distort 
factual m aterial.” 
LONE DISSENTER 
C om m issioner 
Kenneth* Cox 
issued a blistering dissent. He 
demanded that the com m ission 
at least hold a public hearing 
before giving a radio license to 
the M clntire organization. 
“ While I recognize that Rev. 
M clntire is not the applicant 
here, I think a sufficient show­ 
ing has been made to Indicate 
that he will be the dominant fig­ 
ure in the proposed license. 
“ The fact that Rev. M clntire 
has a right to express his views 
does not signify that he is en­ 
titled to control a broadcast 
facility,” wrote com m issioner 
Cox. “ The test the com m is­ 


sion must apply is not whether 
the applicant’s freedom of ex­ 
pression should be served, but 
whether the public interest will 
be served by entrusting a scarce 
frequency to his control.” 
Com m issioner Cox was refer­ 
ring to the extrem e right-wing 
diatribes which Rev. M clntire 
has delivered over a national 
hook-up of radio stations. 
Since March, when the WXUR 
license was granted, com m is­ 
sioner Cox’s fears seem to have 
been justified. WXUR has fea­ 
tured such 
right-wing 
com­ 
m entators as Dan Smoot, Rev. 
Billy Hargis, Dean Manton, R. 
K. Scott, Kent Courtney, Howard 
K ershner 
and 
the American 
Educational League of Engle­ 
wood, Calif. 
Recently 
the book blasting 
President Johnson, “ None Dare 
Call It Treason” by John Storm ­ 
er, has been promoted for dis­ 
tribution over WXUR. 
Life Line, the radio program 
produced by Texas oilman H. L, 
Hunt, is also heard three tim es 
a day on WXUR and twice on 
Sunday. The voice of Am erican­ 
ism of Englewood, Calif., an­ 
other right-wing program , is 
heard six tim es a week; while 
every afternoon, between three 
and four, Tom Livezey con­ 
ducts “ Open Mike” , 
a right- 
wing program in which he an­ 
sw ers telephone calls. 
Swarthmore and Media are old 
Quaker 
communities 
dating 
back to the days of William 
Penn. The house where Ben­ 
jamin West was born in 1738 
is still standing on the campus. 
The college, one of the most 
liberal 
institutions 
in 
t h i s 
country, recently celebrated its 
one-hundredth anniversary. 
Into this community has been 
injected a steady stream of ra­ 
dio abuse and intolerance. No 
wonder Wally B u tte rw o rt and 
the Ku Klux Klan chose 
the 
Swarthmore post office as the 
focal point for their northern 
drive to enlist support.

Rome And The 
American Labor Union 


By Rev. John E. Coogan, S .J, 


QUESTION: You have shown 
from Roman documents that our 
secular unions a re not the sort 
of unions the popes had in mind. 
And you have shown from the 
Am erican labor situation that 
the evils pM totW f froid secular 
unionism have been verified. 
Here and there you have stopped 
to rem ark that surely compul­ 
sory m em bership in such de­ 
fective unions would not 
be 
Justified. But can you now ad­ 
dress yourself more directly 
to the right to work principle, 
that “ Am ericans must have the 
right but not be compelled to 
join labor unions” ? That, as 
you have said, is the culm ina­ 
tion of the labor union argu­ 
ment. 
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I think it clear that 
no 
Catholic could consistently fa­ 
vor com pulsory m embership in 
unions which Rome will not give 
positive approval. If instead 
Rome agrees to the charges 
made by the Joint Pastoral of 
the Quebec hierarchy, that any 
union 
other 
than thoroughly 
C hristian “ will lead the worker 
astray to m aterialism ; it will 
imbue him with a false concept 
of life eventually made known by 
harsh claim s, unjust methods, 
and the om ission of the col­ 
laboration necessary to 
the 
common good,” 
then 
surely 
Rome 
could 
not approve 
of 
making 
such 
deformative 
unionism com pulsory. 
That, then, respecting the per­ 
tinence of the documents al­ 
ready cited to the question of 
com pulsory unionism. Now to 
continue our argum ent. 
Dr. 
Goetz B riefs, able economist 
of Georgetown University, has 
argued 
that 
compulsory 
unionism is contrary to the na­ 
tural law. He quotes Father 
Gustav Gundlach, professor of 
social science at the Gregorian 
University, Rome, and 
papal 
consultant on the social ency­ 
clicals, as having fully agreed 
in that judgment. Dr. Briefs 
adds that no papal document 
has ever approved of compul­ 
sory 
unionism 
even 
in 
C hristian 
unions. 
What then 
is to be thought of the Roman 
idea of com pulsory membership 
in anything much less 
than 
C hristian? 
My own chief moral argum ent 
against com pulsory unionism, 
however, will be based 
on 
Roman docum ents, rather than 
on natural law reasoning. My 
first document will be Longin- 
qua oceani, written by Leo XIII 
to the United States in 1895. 
The 
Holy 
Father wrote with 
serious A m erican 
labor union 
disturbances in recent memory. 
The following was 
his warn­ 
ing: “ Now, with regard 
to 
entering 
societies, extrem e 
care should be taken not to be 
ensnared 
by e rro r. 
And we 
wish to be understood 
as 
referring in a special manner 
to the working classes, who 
assuredly have the right 
to 
unite in associations for the 
promotion of their interests: 


a right acknowledged by 
the 
Church and unopposed by 
na­ 
ture. But it is very im portant 
to take heed with whom they 
a re to associate; le st, whilst 
seeking aid for the improve­ 
ment of their condition, they 
may be im periling far weightier 
in te rests/* In those words Pope 
Leo clearly urges prudence and 
discretion in the m atter 
of 
joining labor organizations. He 
therefore wants prudence and 
discretion to be possible. That 
is, he does not want w orkers 
to be forced to join a union in 
o rder to make a living. To add 
force and precision to his words 
he urges us to rem em ber “ to 
allow every one to be free in the 
management of his own affairs; 
not to hinder any one to dispose 
of his services when he please 
and where 
he please.** What 
could be more clearly 
a 
statem ent of the right to work 
principle?

NEW CONSERVATION 
HEADQUARTERS 
IMPRESSIVE, FUNCTIONAL 
It’s 
been called “ TanTarA 
North,” 
because, 
at 
first 
glance, the new Conservation 
Department office complex out­ 
side Jefferson City has tbs 
appearance of a resort or a 
ski lodge. But a closer look 
makes the buildings seem not 
oriental in design but more 
reminiscent of the Missouri 
frontier. 
From a distance, the redwood 
and glass six-building complex 
has the aura of a group of 
modern 
log cabins, 
nestled 
close to the five man-made 
ponds which add beauty to the 
42 acres of grounds. But the 
buildings were designed to be 
“ strictly functional" and atour 
of Director William E. Towell's 
new plant proves them just that. 
Despite the striking exterior 
of the headquarters, the interior, 
differs little from other office 
buildings. 
The Conservation 
Department’s new headquarters 
consists of four 
two-story 
buildings 
and two one-story 
units, which are connected by a 
series of glassed-in corridors. 
Tl»e two-story units house of­ 
fices of the Engineering, Fish­ 
eries, Game, Field, Forestry 
and Administrative divisions, 
as well as the Fiscal and In­ 
formation sections. The audi­ 
torium and main reception cen­ 
ter are the one-story u its. 
Except for the view, there Is 
little to differentiate offices 
from any others. 
F or some workers, in fact, 
there is a little too much view 
and improvised drapes, made 
of heavy wrapping paper, are 
taped to the glass panels in 
order to lessen the heat and 
penetrating rays of the sun. 
Regular drapes apparently are 
on order, but so tar only the 
conference room and the di­ 
recto r's office are so equipped. 
Other distinguishing features 
of individual offices are the 
walls which are paneled in na­ 
tive Missouri wood. Such panel­ 
ing ranges from Black Willow 
to Black Walnut and includes 
such varieties as Hackberry, 
C herry and Cypress. 
Some of the furniture—that 
which wasn't brought over from 
the old offices—has a strictly 
M issouri origin. Not only are 
such things as lounges in the 
reception center or even the 
11-drawer walnut chest in Di­ 
recto r Towell's office made of 
native Missouri wood, they were 
manufactured in the state by 
prison inmates. 
“ It won’t do any good to ad­ 
vertise it,” said Towell, “ be­ 
cause they can't sell any of 
their products to anyone ex­ 
cept, I believe, governmental 
agencies.” The director pointed 
to 
a beautifully 
finished 
Formica-topped, 10-place con­ 
ference table which, he said, 
cost about $147. “ The amazing 
thing is the cost,” he added. 
An amazing thing about 
the 
entire 
Conservation 
Depart­ 
ment’s new base of operations 
is its cost; about $800,000, all 
of which was saved for this 
purpose out of surplus hunting 
and fishing permit fees over a 
number of years. 
Now that the work on the 
buildings is, with minor noted 
exceptions, finished, attention 
is being focused on the grounds, 
which are being graded to con­ 
form with landscape architect 
Paul Q. Tulenko’s plans. In 
addition to the five ponds, there 
will be over 200 varieties of
